GOOD TIME TO WEAN LAMBS 


Wisconsin Expert Recommends Young 
6ters Be Taken Away From Mothers 
When Four Months Old. 


A large percentage of tho mortality 
of lambs and tile poor condition ir: 
which ewes In far too many Hocks go 
into the winter reason is due to the 
mistake of allowing tho lambs to run 
^ ith thmr mothers until Jato in the 
'nil or until ‘rimy wean themselves is 
Hic belief of Frank Kleinbeinz, shop 
r,~d of the flocks maintained by the 
'•’ifcousin College of Agriculture. 
Ho recommends that after the lambc 
ave iu d the benefit of their mot h e r s 
:i.'k for from four to four and one-half 
months they he taken away and placed 
on fresh pasture. This, besides keeping 
iowa the most common of sheep para­ 
sites 
the 
stomach worm—will 
give 
he ewes an opportunity to be in a 
trong, vigorous condition at breeding 
ime. 
This means that a large per 
•outage of lambs of a more uniform 
size will be born from the flock .the 
chowing spring. 
The common prat: 
rise of separating the lambs from the 
wes for two or three days at weaning 
rime and 
then 
turning them 
back 
again, so that the lamb may remove 
Hie milk that has accumulated in its 
absence, is condemned because of tile 
danger that lambs may scour after 
drinking this abnormal milk. 
The ewe should be milked out as oft­ 
en as necessary after weaning time to 
prevent the udder from caking. 
This 
should be done until tho ewes are all 
dry, and to hasten the drying up they 
should bo placed on scant pastures for 
about eight or ten days. 
In addition 
to plenty of green pasture, the lambs 
should be furnished a small quant*y 
of grain to prevent any possible check 
In their growth.

South. The Shorthorn does well on all 
lands where the pastures are good and 
feed Is plentiful. 
The cows usuariy 
prove to be very good milkers, giving 
milk enough for the calf and to supply j 


the home as well. 
The result of th*, 
good milking qualities of the cows is 
usually a good growthy calf. 
The 
Herefords and Angus are good grazers 
and will do well under range condi 
tions, as well as on the small farm 
The 
Hereford 
stands ahead 
of all 
breeds as a range animal, but the 
Angus have the advantage over all 
breeds in the feed lot, as they finish 
out very smoothly, are high in quality 
and kill out a high percentage of m ar­ 
ketable meat. 
The Devon is slower of 
growth than the other breeds, but are 
great rustlers and fatten on pastures 
which are so thin that some of the 
beef breeds could hardly subsist. 
The 
Red Polled is a dual purpose breed 
which ranks next to the milking strain 
of Shorthorns in the production of 
milk and beef. 
They are not as well 
known, nor as popular as the Short­ 
horn, but have done well wherever 
tried in the South. 
Any of the breeds 
cross well with the native cattle, and 
can be used advantageously in breed­ 
ing up the scrub herds.

Ailment Among C a u p . 


A number of complaints Dom cl I f-1 
iereiit parts of Pettis county during] 
the past tow days indicate the pre-1 
\almice of an ailment among cattle ' 
th a t is not only not understood- by i 


tog ow liers o! such cattle 
but t aut 
is very likely to occasinr i envy loss 
ii t ae cause ot same is neglected. Dr. 
Lyman D. Brown, 
Missouri 
deputy 
state veterinarian, who is doing spe­ 
cial work here in connection with the 
United States Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry Station in the control and sup­ 
pression of hog cholera 
who is a 
practitioner of twenty-two years ex­ 
perience, has diagnosed the ailment 
of a num ber of these cases of sick 
cattle as a species of meningitis, fa­ 
miliarly designated by farmers as 
“mad itch,” a term that describes the 
actions of the afflicted animals as 
they appear to 
be 
violently 
crazy 
from the excruciating itching sensa­ 
tion, and the maddening effect of the 
disease causes them to rub violently 
against any object they can touch, 
until death comes to term inate their 
suffering. 
Dr. Brown traces the cause of this 
ailment to lotting the cattle with hogs 
being fed g reen corn stalks. 
The hog 
partially m asticates those stalks, dis­ 
carding Hie “quid,” which the cattle 
eat, and a short time thereafter the 
disease is likely to 
develop and is 
fatal in almost every case. 
In many of the eastern states dur­ 
ing former years ibis ailment, was 
quite prevalent and disastrous. 
Vet­ 
erinary literature throw? but lit).ie 
light upon iL the prevalent theory be­ 
ing that the hogs’ saliva in conjunc­ 
tion with the u n e x tra d e d juices of 
the pulp t h e y discard causes such 
chemical action as develops a poison 
that TS fatal to the cattle which con­ 
sume it. 
Dr. Brown advises farmers to lot 
anil feed their cattle and hogs sep­ 
a ra b ly , where green corn stalks are 
boing led, and to frequently rake up 
md burn the stalks that have been 
partially masticated by the hogs.
